On November 5, 2001, the Huron 
School Board held its regularly sched- 
uled meeting. The main topic of the 
evening was a presentation from TMP 
Architecture and Wolgast Corporation, 
the construction managers, on the 
Brown Elementary and the Huron High 
School expansions and renovations. 

Brown Elementary will have a blue 
roof and red brick will be mixed in 
with the current earth tone to create an 
architectural flow throughout. There 
are 10 additional classrooms being 
added plus a computer lab. Music and 
Art classrooms will be located where 
~ the library exists and the current multi- 
purpose room will be the new media 
center. 

A cozy reading nook i is being added 
at the north end of the media center. 
The nook is being dedicated to 
Clementine Cook, a former long-time 
employee of the district. Clem, who 
recently passed on, requested that her 
memorials be given to Brown 
Elementary. 

The new multi-purpose room will 
have retractable walls that may be used 
to separate the gymnasium from the 
lunchroom and the gym will be a regu- 
lation basketball court that may be 
usable for extra practices. Principal 
Hopper jokingly stated, “If the Senior 
High needs to practice they may rent 
the new gym.” 

Huron High School will be seeing 
major renovations in the central admin- 
istration area, the lecture hall, the lock- 
er rooms and a new kitchen. The cur- 
rent interior courtyard will become a 
high tech media center using natural 
light to its best advantage. 

There will be a Huron Chiefs head 
built in to the floor at the entrance to 
the gymnasium with red and white tile 
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leading to the area. This should most 
certainly boost team spirit. There will 
be a more muted red tile installed in 
other areas of the building. All other 
areas will receive an upgrade during 
the reconstruction. 

The School Board is expecting the 
project bids for Brown and Huron High 
to be let out in January and expect to be 
able to put the shovel in the ground 
come March. 

November 5, 2001, was the kickoff 
meeting for the renovations committee 
assigned to Miller Elementary. The 
estimated bid letting time for this pro- 
ject is April.
